Executive director of the 
Cleveland Area Arts Coun¬ 
cil from its inception on 
April Fool’s Day, 1972, 
Gibans, in recognition of 
her toil in the aesthetic 
vineyards, was recently 
named Arts Administrator 
of the Year for 1974 by 
Arts Management, a na¬ 
tional arts information 
newsletter. 


Sometime back, Chris Mey¬ 
er decided he’d had enough 
of “serious art.” The sculp¬ 
ture instructor at the Uni¬ 
versity of Akron says he 
wanted to make people 
smile at his work, visually 
playful creations like cast 
bronze pigs going to mar¬ 
ket or staying home and 
cookie figures and toy air¬ 
plane propellers attached 
to brightly painted Mason¬ 
ite sheets. 

While growing up, he 
had pleased his sister by 
making doll furniture in 
their father’s cabinet shop. 
And when his own children 
were born, they happily 
pounced on Meyer’s 15 
different toy designs, in¬ 
cluding wooden trucks and 
rockers. He always liked 
to make their gifts instead 
of buying them. 

Then came his idea for 
an indoor playground, what 
Meyer calls a “sculpture 
climber.” It's really a 
wooden environment, with 
decks, ladders, a small 
sliding board, swinging 


She shared the podium 
with Joseph Papp, founder 
of the famed New York

As Executive Director of

ropes and a Masonite cube 
hideout. And it’s right 
there in the middle of the 
Meyer living room—a func¬ 
tional work of art. 

It was inevitable that the 
sculptor would spend his 
free time building a larger 
climber in the back yard, 


one stained and treated to 
protect it from rotting and 
termites. And that friends 
would admire it and sug¬ 
gest that he try to sell 
climbers. 

Without ever really try¬ 
ing to push the idea (“Con¬ 
struction is so much more 
pleasant than sales”), he 
has completed several in¬ 
door and outdoor commis¬ 
sions with the help of two 
students. Among his cus¬ 
tomers are the nursery 
school at the University of 
Akron and Hope Day Care, 
affiliated with Akron’s 
YMCA. Their Douglas fir 
climbers cost between five 
and six hundred dollars, 
which just covers materials 
and Meyer’s time. 

Meyer says he overde¬ 
signs for safety’s sake, 
realizing that 20 kids may 
play on a unit at once. All 
too aware of the serious 
accidents caused by colli¬ 
sions with steel swings and 
tumbles on asphalt, Meyer 
constructs his climbers 
from smooth, milled fir, 
stainless steel (for slides) 
and unbreakable polypro¬ 
pylene (for tube crawlers). 
All pieces are bolted 
and construction-glued and 
posts are sunk two and a 
half feet into concrete. For 
an additional fee, Meyer 
will finish off the project 
by landscaping with sand 
bounded by railroad ties. 

With all this concentra¬ 
tion on security, he hasn’t 
forgotten the kids. “I like 
to create climbers that are 
good for the imagination 
along with physical devel¬ 
opment. A swing is a swing 
and a slide is a slide, but 
if they’re put together in 
an interesting way they 
can become something 
else. . . . Playground design 
is certainly as much within 
the realm of art as archi¬ 
tecture or a ceramic pot. 
They’re all functional as 
well as esthetic. Although 
I’m concerned with how 
the climbers look, the re¬ 
lationship of the parts— 
whether a trapeze inter¬ 
feres with a ladder, how 
kids move from one point 
to another, whether a slide 
is too steep—has to be the 
more important.”

Only the finest grade of pressure-treated southern 
yellow pine is used for construction, and it Is guaran¬ 
teed by the manufacturer for thirty years. Heavy-duty 
hardware, fasteners and fittings are all plated to pre¬ 
vent rust and corrosion. No nails or screws are ever 
used, and all bolts used have rounded heads, with nut 
ends countersunk to eliminate dangerous protrusions. 

Support posts are sunk at least thirty inches deep in 
concrete, with drainage gravel beneath. 

All wood surfaces are finished with clear sealants or 
an oil-base stain to provide a safe, durable and 
attractive surface. 

Finally, the play surface beneath the equipment is 
framed with a timber edge six or twelve inches high, 
and filled with a six inch deep safety cushion of either 
washed pea gravel, shredded rubber or shredded 
hardwood bark with a gravel drainage base.
